BOSTON, Auguat 30. 1873. 
Wben the colored delegation irom the Sixth 
ward or this city was ruled out of the Worcester 
CoDventlon two years ago, General Bntler was vir­ 
tually defeated. The contest was typical of the 
struggle that Is now going on In the republican 
ranks. The Sixth ward of Boston, nnlihe the more 
famous "Bloody Sixth” of New York, is thoroughly 
representative ol all classes of society. Beacon Hill 
lowers up in pride on the one hand—an eminence 
on which are perched the mansions of the rich— 
and falls away In humility on the other, a mean 
declivity revealing the homes of the poor. Here, 
facing "the Common,” are the aristocracy of the 
city, the old families of Massachusetts; there, 
looking out towards the flats and marshes of what 
Is to me an unknown waste, are the citizens whose 
franchise is the creation of to-day. There is only 
the shadow of the snmmit between the bine blood 
and the black, 
a s Beacon Hill divides this ward, 
so is the republican party of the State divided, 
rhe moneyed men arc on the one side and the 
laboring population on the other. They are t he 
two wings of the ruling power united once a yca| 
In State convention. Ontside of these are the de­ 
mocracy and the liberal republicans, but everybody 
knows that they are a helpless and a hopeless 
minority. That there should be a flerce and bitter 
contest In the republlcnn party under STich clrcnm- 
stances Is not surprising. When a party has been 
long in power In a State and the same men have 
shaped its policy for years it is natural that the 
people should exercise little control over ilielr own 
affairs. Caucuses and conventions bind them fast, 
while these caucases and conventions are embit­ 
tered by their efforts to get free. Such Is the con­ 
dition of affairs in Massachusetts at this time. There 
Is a King here, as there arc Kings in other cities and 
States, and if the contest that Is now going on has 
any real signlflcance It is in the promise to break 
this Ring and give the power back to the people. 
HOW TUK RING WAS FORMED. 
The Ring as it exists in Massachusetts to-day 
was not formed—It grew, it was born on the 
Mayflower, bat it did not attain the faines.i of its 
strength nnUl the advent of the whig party. Prom 
I83U to 1852 the state was a whig state, except 
wben Governor Morton triumphed over pro-slavery 
whlgism as a free-soll democrat. 
It was thus 
Bumner got into the Senate, for Webster died 
In accord with the slave power. 
Nearly all 
the prominent republican abolitionists of the few 
years anterior to the war were previously pro­ 
slavery Whigs. When the whig party died they 
went over to republicanism and abolitionism in a 
body. As a mere matter of course, they grasped 
Immediate control of the new party, and have held 
It ever since with as strong a hand as they 
exerted over the machinery of the old organ­ 
ization. 
Years 
of 
control 
over 
the 
whig 
party had gradually cemented the power of 
a whig dynasty. 
The old 
family interest in 
the State ruled the party, and lor years and 
years Beacon Hill selected the Governor of Massa. 
ebnsetu. 
Blue blood fllled all the high offices of 
the Commonwealth. The Wlnthrops and the Ever­ 
etts sat in the Governor’s seat. 
When Banks, 
"the Bobbin Boy,” attained the distinction it 
marked a new era, perhaps, bat in reality the old 
whig dynasty had not yet lost control. The dours 
of the Execntive chamber were opened to men 
who were not of the Brahmin caste, but only on 
condition that the new men, the Bullocks, the 
Clafllnsand the Washburns, should submit tobe 
guided by the Brahmins. Butler is not a Brahmin, 
and he is not a man to submit to the dictation of 
Brahmins. His Ule has been a life of obloquy. 
Every act of his public career has been construed 
against him. He has often been most nnjnstly as­ 
sailed. Dawes, who shared In the Crédlt Moblller 
frauds, reproaches him as the friend of Oakes 
Ames. 
George P. Hoar, who took his back pay 
ont of the Treasury and dlstrlbnted It In hts dis- 
^ c t, placing it where it would do the most good, 
charges him with being the most wicked of the sal- 
ary-grabbers. In nearly everything that Is urged 
against him It is a repetition of the new edition of 
the old story of Washington and his little hatchet. 
“ My son,” said tiie elder Washington, "can you tell 
me wh# hacked my favorite cherry tree»" "Oh! 
father,” answered George, the Are of trnth beam­ 
ing out of his eyes, "I cannot tell a lie;It was Ben. 
Bntler.” 
1 do 
not know whether many 
or 
any of the charges made against General Bntler 
are calumnies, but I do know that the men who 
make them are generally as deep in the mud as he 
Is In the mire. The assaults usually come from the 
Whig dynasty of Massachusetts and us supporters. 
They assail him most bitterly, but with the Brahmin 
polUh of New England letters, and he answers 
them In terms more bitter still, the Mephlstoph e 
lean characteristics of his nature grinning at them 
from out of Uis speeches in a way that both 
frightens and maddens them. The whig dynasty of

The office-holders under the SUte gov­ 
ernment are all bw enemies, and would not put 
him in because be would put them out. A man 
named Robinson, who has made some local re­ 
pute as the correspondent of a country paper, 
was turned out of bis ufllce at the BUte House last 
year by Butler’s iriends, sdud be uow prints a 
pamphlet to prove that there could not nave been 
a salary steal bad it not been for Butler. It mat­ 
ters not to Robmsou that Dawes aud the others, 
who are ills iriends and will reinstate him in office 
if they can, took the monev-ihey are good while 
Butler alone is l»ad. Nearly aU the newspapers 
oppose him, partly pecguse they always have op­ 
posed him and partly because he compels them to 
print bis back talk. All these things and many 
more point back to the days of bis democracy, and 
&re m&de mure potent because tuere was a whig 
republican dynasty in power before lie became and 
ever since he has been a member of the party. 
A CASK IN 1L1.HSTKAT1UN— UBUItUI B. lAlRINO. 
When General Butler told me that this whig 
dynasty opposed him becanse he bad once been a 
democrat, 1 smiled ft raUier incredible smile.

have Hiuce betkought me, however, of the case of 
Mr. George B. Lorfiig, which is even more marked 
than that of General Butler, beoausp Loripg bfts 
not Butler’s vigor in overcoming oMtacles. 
Mr. 
Lorlng was long a democrat, but he became the 
most radical of republicans. He is a very pom­ 
pous geutleuian, who either Inherited or married 
plenty of money, and who knows a great deal more 
about fancy larmlng and blooded stallions than 
about politics. He belongs to the bluest of the 
blue blood of Salem, which is bluer even than the 
blood of tUe Boston Brahmin, it was the East In­ 
dia trade of the olden time which put the dlvlue 
Are in New EiiglaiiU veins, and Lonng has got It 
TUe real Brabmius of the Asiatic world were poli­ 
ticians, and consequently the counterieli article in 
New EDglatid is the same. It la Loring’s ambi­ 
tion to obtain political preferment. 
He might 
have been favorable to Bntler if the latter had 
allowed 
him 
to 
represent the 
Essex 
dis­ 
trict in 
Congreas, 
Butler, 
however, preiers 
General Cogswell as his suooessor, and conse- 
quently l.orlug is compeUed to look up to the whig 
dynasty for prelerment. But, iiotwlihstandlng his 
blood is blue enough. It is tainted with democracy, 
aud the whlgs reluse to give too great latitude to 
his ambition. He was Presldentof the State Senate, 
but he caunot be Governor. He would be per­ 
mitted to go to Congress if Bntler would let nlm, 
but be must not aspire to be Dnlted States Sen­ 
ator. He is graciously recognized as a republlca(i 
by small dlsttnctions, but be must not expect the 
highest honors. The whlgs dynasty will make him 
Chairman of the Worcester Convention if they can, 
and so hold him, but they will continue to balk his 
ambition, as they have always balked it, because 
he was a democrat.

they are by no means certain they can secure It. 
A well-iniormed gentleman, who is not a parti­

and

are well managed and the popular voice can And 
expreasion. This gentleman does not believe Bnt- 
ler’s avowal that he was cheated out of the nomi­ 
nation two years ago, but regards his defeat aa 
the result of a blunder. Un the test question of 
the aduuHsiou of the Butler delegation Irom the 
Sixth ward of this city every delegate was re­ 
quired to rise in his place and announce his vote, 
and he thinks many weak-kneed persons who 
would have voted lor him by ballot went against 
him in consequence of this open methoil. out ol 
fear ol the party leaders. 1 cannot say how true 
this is, but It IS at least a very plausible theory. 
Whatever may have lieen the cause of his defeat 
at that lime Ills strength with the people was very 
great, and It has not been dltnlnisiied. The masses 
do not believe the stories that arc told to bis dis­ 
credit, but regard them, one and all, as slanders 
and calumnies. The great number of theae sto­ 
ries. the perslstentv end bitterness with which 
they are circulated, tlie want of actual proof 
as to their truth, all operate against their accept­ 
ance. The people, ti.ed ol hearing them, regard 
them as only anmH»r version of the old Blander of 
the spoons, and lo tlie general accusation that 
Butler Is a bad man tUey laughingly answer, in 
allusion to his personal peculiarity, "Yes, he has 
got a bed eye.’’ In making these accusations so 
persistently and by constantly painting General 
Bntler as the chief criminal of Aiiierlcau political 
life his enemies overshoot the mark aud their 
arrows fall harmless to the earth. 
WHY BITLBR WANTS TO BE GOVERNOR. 
I have been thus minute in all these details to 
show all the elements opposed to and in favor of 
General Bntler’s nomination as preliminary to an 
e.xplauation of the reasons which make him desire 
to be Governor at all. Indeed, I have just had 
irom 
him a 
direct avowal 
on 
rhia very 
point. 
He desires it 
because he feels that 
he must conquer his enemies at home before he 
can aspire to achievements on the broader Held of 
national politics. He sees plainly enough that he 
cuulil not go before a national convention as a can­ 
didate for President with his own State against 
him. This shows that he possesses a wider ambi­ 
tion than has ever been attributed to him. but it is 
possible that the desire to be President has never 
been ascribed to him because of this want of local 
strength. All through the war and throughout his 
entire career in Congress be intfered from a con­ 
stant Are in the rear. 
His partial failure as a 
military leader he attributes to a want of support 
from his own .State. Ills achievements in the 
war he regards

complished 
in spite of obloqny

abuse 
and opposition ol every 
kind. 
Consequently 
he IB unwilling 
to 
fight 
any more bMitles 
with his enemies bolding the power of his State, 
aud as he has not yet given up the Idea of pushing 
onward to higher sUtton, he is organizing and 
concentrating all the elements in the republican 
party of Masaachuseits wnich can be made to coa­ 
lesce against me whig dynasty, fto one before him 
ever had the courage to attempt this, or the abil­ 
ity to accomplish it. It Is a giant work, but at the 
present moment it is in a fair way of achievement. 
Should It be accomplished and Butler become the 
Governor of this State It is not unlikely that the 
Republican National Convention of 1876 will be the 
■cene of a determined effort on his part to become 
the next Presldentof the United States. 
THK ANTl-BirrLKB LBADRR8 OF TBB TEAR. 
Having thus detailed General Butler’s motives In 
making this contest and described the power 
against which be is cumpeUed to contend, it may 
be well to glftnce for a moment at the men who are

The flrst name on 
this list 18 that or Judge Hoar, Grant’s flrst Attor­ 
ney General. The Judge is as ambitious as he Is 
proud aud unbending. 
He wanted to bo Chief 
Justtce of the United States, but be soon found 
that the whig dynasty could not and the inchoate 
Butler dynasty would not help him to the place; so 
his eyes rested on the corresponding position in the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts made vacant by 
the death of Chief Justice Chapman. This place 
Washburn can give him, if the whlgs who direct 
the Governor's course are satlsOed; bnt he could 
not hope to obtain it from General Bntler. He ac­ 
cordingly wrote the so-called rymbltcan address 
which emanated irom HamUton Hall, and In which 
Butler IB denounced and Wasburn eulogized.

WHIG BO STIU TT TO BCTLRk’S PF.HJCSACT. 
When I employed the word ‘ blackguard ’ a mo­ 
ment ago I used It as the pecuUar epithet of the 
Boston Brahmin when speaking of General Butler. 
It 18 universally urged agalnat him by his enemtes 
•a the one argument there is no gainsaying—the 
one grand reason why everybody should oppose 
him. In reality it has no force in the sense In 
which It IS nsed. Whatever truth there Is in It 1» 
merely descriptive of his fierce answers to flerce 
invective and bitter accusations. 
The man is 
proscribed on far different ground. Re said lo me 
the other day that the real reason of the opposition 
to hlB pretensions to the republican nomination for 
Governor waa in whig hostility to his old time de­ 
mocracy. If this IS the real reason why the whig 
dynasty oppoaes him it is seldom nrged. It may 
readily be onderstood, however, bow it may enter 
Into all bis relauons with men and interests in the 
8Ut«. A few examples will mnatrate this point. 
The whig dynasty reprcMnu blood and capital,' 
while BuUer puts himaeif forward as tho leader or 
the poor and the champion of the laboring classes. 
].<>ng years of power have enabled the Ring to 
jtutko aiJLtancei which Bntler would not respect. 


he was himself three times Governor of the .State. 
Henry L. Dawes, of Flttsfleid, is,guilty of an even 
more unoardonabie solecism in eulogizing Wash­ 
burn's purity and Butler’s impurity, considering 
how deeply he was tainted by the Crddlt Moblller 
irauds. lite r Howe, of Cambridge. Is a physician 
and an old time abollUonlst, the latter being a dis­ 
tinction which few of tils whig ass«>ciatea can claim. 
James L. Uttle an<l Alpliens Hardy, of Boston, are 
iKith eommlstlon merchants, whose lionses are to 
this city what two or tnree great booses are to New 
York. Harvey Jewell is also a man of wealth and a 
politician who has been speaker of the Honse of Ue- 
sentativeson Beacon BUI and aspires to be Gover­ 
nor as soon as the dynssty wlU lot him. 
Another 
Boston man Is Horace U. Coolldge, a young lawyer, 
formerly president of the .Senate, who Is sumetltues 
referred to by General Butler as poeeesslng a no.se 
indicative of the manner in which the prohibitory 
liquor law is enforced. Luke Lyman is the internal 
revenne officer who wrote a letter to Bowles two 
years ago to "flx things’* against Butler in Spring­ 
field. "Hie others are unknown to poiitleal fame— 
men whose names are subscribed to the address 
because of their local repute and respectnolUiy. 
Be it will be seen that, in spite of the drawbacks 
Incident to the opposition of such fallen satnta as 
Dawes, the document is one calculated to exert 
considerable influence in stirring np BuUer’s en», 
mies, and the anU-Buller leaders of the rear are 
generally men of that immaculate respectablhty on 
Which the whig dynasty of the State prides itself. 
THB HAMIUON HALL ADDRWS. 
Tnmtng from the men who signed the Hamilton 
Hall address to the address itself we find It a docu­ 
ment marvellons in Its snbtletv.

subeiance. AU that is ottered In Washburn's 
bebaU may be true, but his praises are sounded m 
senteMces so singularly constructed that each one 
of the eloquent commendations of the Governor Is 
a Spanish dagger aimed at some part of Batler’s 
pouucal anatomy. This detracts irom the genuine­ 
ness of lu praise of Washburn and resulves the 
address into the original proposition, -Butler is a 
bad m an-ne has got a bad eye.” it is equally dis- 
liigenuoiM in another respect—the only respect in 
whtcn it departs Arom tne commendatiun-oondem- 
natiun principle. -FOr tne ttrst time in our party 
history,” it says, “an attempt is made to overturn 
an existing republican admlnistrauun in Massa­ 
chusetts in the interest of one man’s personal am­ 
bition,” notwithstanding ‘It has been usual to re­ 
tain in oflice lor three years at least a Gov­ 
ernor whom the republican party bad chosen,” 
as in "the precedents with Banks and Andrew and 
Bullock aud Claflln.” 
The dimugenuousness of 
this proposition consists in the liicts that when 
Butler made his famous contest at Worcester two 
years ago It was nuderstood that it was a war to 
the knife, ánd the signers of the Hamilton Hall 
address knew that the contest was only suspended 
last year as tne result of a bargain between Gen­ 
eral Butler aud the dynasty in whose behalf they 
speak that the Held was id clear thlA time in return 
for Butler's undivided support of the patty In the 
Presidential canvass. Butler was outwitted and be­ 
trayed, at which people generally will laugh, as 
tney laugh at every mislortune which happens to 
him; hot the fact remains that polttlciaus of all 
classes in Massachusetts are eapftble of making 
unworthy bargains aud breaking them as 8ooti as 
they have ijerved the purposes of the momeuF. 
And, worse thán this, i^pWYss Unl We Neti^hg- 
land ^rahnjlns, lik r tlic fficsts of the older 
DVahma—I god whom the Yankee poets so fre­ 
quently address—arc no better than they ought to 
be. There will be, however, no cessaUon in the 
songs to Brahma. 
BUTUBR AND WASHBURN. 
I do not Intend drawing a parallel between tbe 
two men who are handicapped lor the race at Wor­ 
cester. Both are well known to the country, both 
were long in Congress together, and both are in­ 
timately connected with the poliUcs of this State. 
Bntler is the more famous, aud Washburn the more 
conservative. The former nas been more roundly 
abused and theronghly hated, both In and out of 
Massachusetts, than any poUtlctan in the country; 
tne Utter has escaped almost every loulness of the 
bream ol scandal. The one, bold, vigorous and 
aggrcsaive, has gained little but evil lame; the 
other. Blow, plodding aud dependent, has rcaned 
only good repute. 1 am not disposed In thU letter 
to award condemnation or praise to either. All 1 
have attempted or shall attempt is to show 
the 
relations 
of eacn 
to 
men 
and 
par­ 
ties. So far as personal ambition Is concerned, 
1 suppose It 18 attilbutable alike to both. Few 
men refuse to be Governors or Presidents wbe n 
tney see the wav to these responsible stations 
opening before them. Consequently the allUslon 
to "one man’s personal amblUon” in the Hamilton 
Hail address is significant. Butler is for himself 
and the common people npon whom he must 
dopcnt for preferment. Wasnbum is for himself 
and the dynasty which made and Is seeking to 
make him Governor. 
The State Convention de­ 
cides between them and they must stand or fhll by 
that decision. Apart from the alleged demerits of 
the one and the proclaimed merits of the other— 
points on which my readers would not tuank me 
lor expanding—this Is all there is to the contest. 
It means that the old blood or the new shall rule 
MassachusettH—that the inture shall be openeo or 
forever closed to General Butler, aud it means 
OOthlng more. 
THK CANDIDATES AND TH BIR SUPPORTBRfl. 
1 have already treated at sufficient leugtu of the 
canUldate.s, and to a cousiderable extent of the 
men who are Washburn’s leading supporters. The 
political prominence of the Hoars auu other mem­ 
bers of the old Whig «lynasty makes it compara­ 
tively easy to pick them out and portray them. 
They and their fathers and their graudlat.iers and 
their great-grandfathers always ruled Massachu- 
setta Theae things are not true of the Butler 
champions. The Butler dolegatloiis come from the 
fields and tlic lactones and the workshops. Fig­ 
uratively speaking, os well as actually, they are 
from the lading slopes ol Beacon Hill. Few of 
them share In the blue blood of New Kngland, few 
of them have ever seen the magnlfloent parlors of 
the rich, and very few of them have ever touched 
the embroidered garments of the Brahmin caste. 
I cannot describe the officers of a Butler con- 
venticlo as I described the signers ol the Hamilton 
Hall addrosB, as I could describe a thousand others 
among Washbnrn’s iriends, for nobody knows them 
or knows anght concerning them, except that they 
are the hard-handed men oi Athens—Nick Bottom 
the weaver, and Peter yuince the carpenter, and 
Flute, and bung, and Hturvellng and the re.^t. 
These things, and indeed all things else lu Massu- 
chusetis, illustrate that the battle is now between 
the high aristocracy and the real deinocrucy, and 1 1 
am tempted to believe that Bntler hiniHeir Is the I 
modern Bottom, willing to play all the parte, and 
far outrivalling the poor wit ol the Duke and his 
retainers. At the same time 1 must not lorget to 
remark that the men of national reuutulloii lu iliis 
State—bumner and Wilson and Banks u ik I a few 
others—are neutral In this oontest. Sumner has 
been spending the summer on tbe beach wUh Long­ 
fellow, talking poetry rather than politics. Wilson 
is nursing himself alter the severe strain of the 
late catupalga upon hls constitution. Banks spends 
the greater part of his time in and about town; 
yon can find him at the Parker House almost any 
day, wrapped in the mantle of his own onginuhty, 
and without a political suggestion In his crunliiro. 
This canvass is one of work, and very dirty work, 
and it 18 left to those who like it. Judge Hoar, de­ 
scribed by Lowell as s man 
Who coveri with his hat 
M ore wit an' g u n ip tln u an shiwwd Yankee seiiae 
T h an th e re la monM-a on a n old a tone teix e, 
is the only representative of the literary set. 
These tine pi'ople do all their work against Butler 
With their tongues, and they certainly do not de­ 
scribe him as well bred, witty, virtuous aud every­ 
body’s cousin. 
But while every Bohcmlun who is 
a real Bohemian is vigorously talking Butler ilown, 
there remains the singular fact that, among all tbe 
hubbub. Kumner and tho really eminent men of 
tne Htace are IndliTerent. It is likely that little 
importance is to be attached to thelf neutrality; 
it may be the result oi sheer disgust with nolitics; 
but. If it has any signlflcance at all, It la an omen 
favorable to Butler. 
THE ISSUKS OF THE CANVASS. 
It may be fairly assumed at tne outset that there 
are no national issues In this canvass. There w 
the back pay grab, to be sore, but It is a personal 
rather than a national question. Both facHons 
are excessively loyal to the administration and 
neither can see any possible Improvement on Gen­ 
eral Grant’s policy. There is some talk on questions 
of local interest, but this is only Intended to hurt 
Mr. Butler. 
After the Worcester ConvenUon there 
will be no Issues at an. Belure the Convention the 
only real question Is the choice of a candidate. But 
the manner In which this question Is bundled Just 
now Is exceedingly fnnny. I have beard It talked 
about by a hundred people in the last two davs. I 
could not even help overhearing it talked about. 
On the part of Mr. Butler’s friends political discus­ 
sion takes tbe torm of profound admiration of 
the general Mephlstophellan characteristics and 
aU and ready approval and endorsement of every 
public act of Ilfs life. What is better to htra than 
this Quixotic devotion Is the loudly expressed de- 
ternunatlou of hls supporters to "get them lellows 
out,” and the tact already stated that the masses 
rciuse to bsllevc any of tho stories concerning him. 
On tbe part ol bis enemies he Is denounced with a 
rancor that exocetls belief—a rancor viler atid 
more bitter even than that which disgraced both 
sides In the recent Presidential canvass. Uow 
men of cnltnre and social position can so degrade 
themselves and American poUtlcs it Is difficult to 
understand, especially when it is only done to keep 
Washbnrn In and Butler out. The more hnmoroiis 
element to which I referred last now Is the pre­ 
tence of both sides, and particularly or the Brah­ 
min office seekers, that they do not want office. 
They are like Declmus Koach in “Kenelm Chil­ 
lingly.’' who, having determined to get married 


oocnrred almost immedutely after breakfast it was 
an nnnsnal ehock to the habits of a staid New- 
Yorker, W ho never thinks of even beginning to get 
drunk till in the evening. More than tkle, tbe 
vine was worae than the enforcement of the law. 
The truth lo. tbe liquor law is a sham, a pretence. 
Liquors are sold everywhere, and as openly as in 
New York or Philadelphia. The Oovenior knows 
it, the State constabalary know 
it, the police 
know it. the people know it and the canting and 
hypocrlUcal temperance orators know it. Conse- 
qnently It is an impertlneuoe to any candidate to 
ask him whether he would enforce the law as well 
as Governor Washbnrn enforces It-a n offence tbe 
only proper punishment for which would be, to 
compel him to drink Boston Uqnor daUy till he 
sincerely repents.

TUB PATENT CONUKRS.S. 
We are beginning the fourth month of the Expo­ 
sition. The feature in August will be the great 
Patent Congrcsa. Without knowing what will bo 
the result of the deliberations of this assembly it 
will be well lor your readers to have a little Idea of 
Its history. Some time ago Mr. Jay, the American 
Minister at this Court, became couvluccd that 
among the must useful offices of the Exposition 
would be the revision of the different patent laws 
of Europe and the codlflcatlon of an International 
system which would do justice to tho genius of 
acute men in every nation, and at the same time 
not give one people any unfair advantage over an­ 
other. It would he a long story and not a very 
useful one. I fear to tell you tho complications and 
vexations that attend the efforts of any inventor 
to cover his patent by tne protection of a foreign 
government. An American may Invent a sew­ 
ing 
machine 
or 
a 
cotton 
gin 
or 
a flax 
spinner, or any Instrument or machine capable of 
ministering to tbe comfort and wealth of the world, 
and a German may take tho machine and reproduce 
It on his own account without giving the Inventor 
the benefit of a dollar. I suppose we can do tho 
same thing in America, anil have done it, taking 
machines and instruments and achievements Irosa 
foreign people just as we somctlmca take English 
books and republish them wtlhont giving the 
authors any return. But the practice is evil and 
snuuld be amended. 
THK MBANINO OF THE CONOKRSR. 
Mr. Jay’s idea was that, aa the world was assem­ 
bling bero to witness this Exposition and to a.isist 
in Its development, the time would be very pro­ 
pitious for studying this patent question, carcliilly 
considering the laws of each country, and seeing if 
it were possible to arrange npon nn interuatlonal 
system which would be advantageous to all. I do 
not know that our Minister had anything more 
than an IndcUnllc Idea of aUalnliig this invaluable 
end, not only for his own country, but lor other 
eountries; still, it was a noble thoiiglii earnestly 
pursued. When the m atter was brought to the 
attention of the Archduke Kulncr, as the head of 
the general 
direction of 
the 
i.xpusitiun, he 
approved it. A letter was addressed to Mr. Jay 
by the Austrian Minister for Foreign Affairs, giving, 
1 believe, an official approval of the Coiigiess, and 
Indicating the purpose on the part of the iinpenal 
government to send official deloga'es to the 
assembly. 
Intimations were also received from 
Kngland that tho English government would do 
the same thing. Likewise Germany. 
UfMiu the 
direct assurance of the Austrian government, con­ 
veyed in an official letter, which I have no doubt 
la on flic in tho Hiatc Department at Washington, 
Mr. Jay Induced the American government to send 
out Mr. Thacher Irom the Patent Office. But the 
preliminary or rather the second thought or the 
Austrian authorities was not lavuraiile to the Idea 
of a Patent Congress, lu the flrst place, the Idea 
of any congress m " e tlD g even to arrange so pract - 
cal a matter as patent laws was a step so radical 
so far in advance of the policy of a nation like 
Austria, that they could not be brought to consent 
to It without a shudder. 


INTERNATIONAL 
IPEAS. 
When I speak of a shudder 1 allude to the extra­ 
ordinary fear that exists In tiie minds of European 
States generally of what is called “The Inter­ 
national.” I think it was Alexander, of Russia, 
who spoke of Napoleon, when an exile at .St. 
Helena, as his "nightmare,” and declared he never 
slept well while the exile lived and there was a 
chance of hls retnrnlng to Europe. An influence 
more terrible than that of Napoleon, because not 
tbeltfeof a mere man, but of a principle, rests 
upon tbe consciences of the kings; so when you 
speak of arbitration, such as we bad In Geneva, or 
of an international movement to affect patent 
laws, or of any such active policy as suggests the 
international communistic theory, wo excite all 
the latent terrors that the fear of tbe international 
revolution inspired In these royal minds. 
Know­ 
ing this I have wondered as I have walked through 
the high sweeping halls of this inagnlflcont palace 
of the Prater whether the Imperial mind that in­ 
spired It did not see that this World’s Exposition 
was Itself a monument of Internailonallsin, an In­ 
vitation to the very doctrines and tncorlcs which 
are so strongly feared.

THE VALUE OF THK EXHIBITION. 
The Exposition goes on In Its silent w.ay. The 
atu>Ddani« la not diminished materially from whaC 
It was In the lieglnntng. People do not come to 
Vienna in large numbers, but still there are a great 
muDT strangers In town. 
I should say that tbe 
Kxhiblilon IS no longer a show, but a study, as 
some of the most gilted men of all nations are 
making a prolonged stay lu Vienna for the purpose 
of giving minute attention to the details, resoureea 
and aecumulatUms of this extraordinary conven­ 
tion of iiidnstry and art. I presumo tho Aiistnari 
government has long since abandoned the idea of 
making the Exposition pay as a llnaiiclal speeiila- 
^ tlon. I question If any but the eiithii-bistlc hotel 
keepers and the wild speculators who spent all the 
money they could borrow up.m the unoccupied 
avenues of magnineeiii imlldmgs, expected any 
flnanciul beneht from the F.xpoaition. The gain to 
Austria will he, not in the treasurv, but in 
moral strength; In repuiatlon tlirougiiout the 
world 
for 
industry 
ana 
results 
of 
labor; 
in bringing to tde front rank the result of the in­ 
genious qualities of the Austrian people, who have 
long since been clouded by inistortuue .iiid false 
statesmanship and misadventure In iiiteriiacioiial 
relations. To use an expressios familiar to jo irnul- 
ists and bustiic.ss men, Austria spends a large 
amount of money In this Kxpo.sitlon lo “a.lvortlse” 
herself to the world. Whatever may he said ol the 
Austrian Empire, no one who has seen the marvel­ 
lous achlevemetits of her people, as shown In the 
splendid halls of this industrial palace, will cease 
to have the lilgliest opinion of her qualities of en- 
terprise, thrift aud progress, 
THE CIIOLEKA IN VIENNA. 
I ought to say a few words ou the sanitary con* 
dltinii of Vienna, if only to calm the fears oi intend- 
Ing visitors to the Kzpusitlou. 
I cannot say 
Vienna Is Iree from the cholera. There are some 
cases every day, bnt they are conflned to portion» 
of tho city no* visltml by strangers to anv extent. 
The Ill-fated Hotel Donau has had to bear the brunt 
of the epidemic sensational fever. Some deaths 
did occur iln this hotel; but .Mr. llemlngton, who 
has lived there tho whole time, assures me that he 
has not seen or experienced any signs of the 
dreaded disease. Filth, Intemperance, Irregular 
habits seem to be the only well defined cause of 
the attack. Not two blocks away from my hotel, 
In the Leopoldstadt, there Is a house (No. 61 Tabor- 
strasse) in which sixteen deaths took place In aa 
many days. Tke house was closed, and tho police 
examined th» well in the courtyard from which 
the occupants hud obtained their drinking water. 
What did they find there, think you? Said well 
had not been cleaned for the last twenty-two years. 
It was choked with the putrid bodies of dead rats, 
with oirai, with the very concentration of filth. No 
wonder persons died by the score from drinking 
the poisoned water ol this well. During the pcsti- 
lenees which prevailed in the Middle Ages In 
Europe the common pooiile had very strange 
ideas about the wells, 
lliey had un undeflncd idea 
tiiat tne wells were, for 
tho most jiurt, the 
cause of the pestilence, but they explained the 
matter dillterently. They said tne Jews poisoned 
the waters, and then those terrible persecutions 
of the niiieti-abiised nice commenced. 
In some 
places, as at Munich, the legend spread abroad 
that III one of the wells a ilreadlul drubon had 
ensconced htmself, and from his lair he sent his 
pestilential breath over the city. 
So far the 
disease is sporadic In Vienna, and there is little 
ctnuicc of Its becoming epidemic, in view of the 
saiiliarv precautions alreadv taken. The report 
piiblishcd In EngUsli papers ol seventy deaths 
having ocemrred in the Hotel Donuu Is blrnply a 
wicked labrlcatlou. Vicuna has already Kufferca 
much Irom these reports. 1 have no des:re to con­ 
ceal the true state ol aitulrs Here, and can assert 
with a good conscience that Vienna is as healthy 
as any other European city, perhaps more so.

In a recent letter from Long Island I com m ented 
at some length on the neglect of this Interesting 
place by our .Summer w anderers, and now, alter a 
week’s sojourn on this (^autlful Uland, during 
which I explored every part of It, I have to further 
express my surprise at their extraordinary w ant 
or appreolatlon of Summer retreata within easy 
reach of the metropoUa. 
A strong prejndlce 
against Staton Island has beenuirpatod oy real es­ 
tate ophrators for tbeir profit, so that thousands 
associate the name with m alarions diseases and 
discomfort In every form, while thonsanda more, 
to whom tbe Island should be as woU aud favorably 
known as Brighton is to the average Lon­ 
doner, never heard of It at all. 
Still, it 
seems strange that people ol m eans, or even 
people or limited incomes, who annually fiy from 
the heat and dnst of the city for health and re­ 
cuperation, should overlook this charm ing Island 
In the bay. The only reasonable explanation that 
can be suggested is that parties concerned In the 
progress of other localities are bettor advertisers. 
Of course, It Is not allotwitewr Oe rose; there are ob­ 
jections to Staten Island quite as weighty, per­ 
haps, as any your correspondents in the w atering 
places of America during the sum m er, now fading 
Into autum n, have not failed to record as charac­ 
terizing the most fast and fashionable retreats of 
the rich and well to do. W hat those faults are and 
w hat the virtues that peculiarly distinguish Staten 
island I propose to show In this letter; and if, 
alter I have concluded,

or a too high opinion respecting tbe m erits of this 
locality rem ains in the mind of tUc reader I am 
mucn mistaken. It has ever been tbe curse of 
places like this, that ought, by their position, 
capacity for im provem ent and acknowledged 
beauty, to be the favored resort of the city’s 
crowded tnousanUs, that specuatlors In land have 
been tliclr only exponents. 
When It suited a 
"bull” in real estate on .Staten Island no language 
was too extravagant to extol the scenery; wheu 
the state of the m arket and his Immediate neces­ 
sities made the same party a "bear” he suffered 
terribly Irom lever and ague, all his lamily and 
other relatives were “dow n,” and the plagues of 
Egypt made havoc among his relatives and friends. 
No ram pant Taurus of Wall street ever to.ssed gold 
over tbe heads of tne m ultitude with more glee 
than 
your 
real-cstate 
m an

of 
land 
"bulls” 
his 
property, 
nor has ever 
the sulky bear prowling about the .Stock Exchange 
exceeded In profundity of growl the party anxious 
to depreciate the value of lots. With these, then, 
I have no sjTnpathy whatever. I wish merely to 
write of the advantages and disad vantages of Staten 
Island as a sum m er resort for the people of New 
York, and aa a future Mecca for citizens of wealth 
aud taste wbo now in search of pleasure go farther 
and fare worse. 
"TU B ISLAND IN THB BAT.” 
Staten Island Is peculiarly favored by nature. 
Her waved lowlands aud slopes of green touch the 
broken waves of the Atlantic w here they come 
white raced from Sandy Hook, are on tbe opposite 
Side w atered by tbe washing tides, ever renew ed 
and fresh, fYom the Inner bay; on one flank 1s a 
running estuary, and on the other tbe green waves 
that dash on a spleudld stretch of sand miles in 
extent; while over and overlooking all arc 
hills 
of verdure 
separated 
by 
valleys 
of surpassing beauty. Tbe roads—especially the 
leading ones—are excellent. The road from New 
Brighton village way round to Fort W adsworth— 
and, indeed, from tbcre to where, at tbe race­ 
course, the Island' faces the far Navestnk. m ixing 
with the clouds and gray in the su n lig h t-are alt 
that could be desired by lovers of fast driving. 
Tam ing from a drive of about eleven miles along 
the north shore of the island by one of the now 
opened, broad and well laid streets into the in­ 
terior, one is sensibly impressed with tho beauty 
of tbe surroundings. 
lUegant residences m ark 
each few hundred leet, and cottages struggle to 
view through groves of trees and hedges, made 
odorou-s with flowers. For miles anfi miles the 
scene extends; cultivation and im provem ent 
everywhere, and ovldenc's of w ealth aud taste 
abounding. Beyond all question 
THB DKIVI ALONO TUB SFLBNDCD ROAD 
that winds round the face of the island at its 
northern side is In every respect the finest in the 
United States. The waves that alter a day qr two 
look so monotonous at Long Branch and Newport, 
are here covered with ships of all sizes, styles and 
natlonalltius; steam ers are constantly passing to 
and fro, while for a background to the picture of 
Uie and animation there is the ever-varying pano­ 
ram a of Te.HHoU coming and vessel* going, which 
the inner bay presents from the rising of the sun 
til the going down thercor.

TUB IXIWLANDS AND 
IDS. 
The Island Is divided into two political parts. 
Lflgewater. which irom quarantine laiiuing ex- 
tonUs to somewhat near Fort Wadsworth, and New 
Brighton, Which from the first landing stretcnes 
round to where the lap of the island almost 
touches Fort Elizabeth In Jersey. Tho lorroor com- 
prUes the village or commercial part, as oommerco 
is here anderstood just uow, the latter the locality 
of wealth, the home of the rich and cultured. 
There is a wide dliTerenc* between them. Edge- 
w ater IS governed by a Utile ring of very small 
politicians, who, while trying to m ake hay while 
Hie sun shines, manage to conserve a dunghill of 
curriiptton; New Brighton, on the other hand. Is 
well and wisely governed by a Board of Trustees 
fully alive to the wants of the laiand and who 
looked forward oftener than they look back. The 
Edgewater people have stiu a B nferlng ailectlon 
lor eesspools and tumble down tenement*, but, 
fortunately for the rest of the lautud residents, have 
a monopoly of those poeseasions. In my opening

The foregoing u malicious ou the face of It. I 
have been tu many houses, travelled over overt 
road and conversed with dozens ol people during 
my week’s residence oa this island, aud can safely 
say that the strictures contalued in the letter ol 
your broken-dowu correspondent are, with the ex­ 
ception of wUat I said coucerning the village ol 
Edgewater, entirely uulounded. As to tne health 
01 the island, 1 made particular inquiries. Fever 
aud ague IS unknown on the north shore. People 
who have lived there for thirty years tell me they 
never knew a case of it, aud as lor the 
highlands, which lorm the largest part of this 
w ater surroiiuded terntory, mulariuus disease 
has never showed itself. 
People who live 
beside green covered pools 
in 
Edgewater 
and iiack at CUiton, where the land is low, complain 
01 ague; but eveu In these places 1 found, upou dil­ 
igent inquiry, tliat there was not as in u ch o iitaa 
exists lu New Jersey, W estchester and some part* 
ol Long Island. From its position Staten Island 
should be, and actually Is, one of the liealHilest 
places ou the American couUneut. This I say aftei 
carelul luquli^, uotw ithsianding that 1 have bee* 
assailed by parties wbo tried tu make me believe 
that here one can Imbibe the real elixir ui lite, and 
thus had my siiirlt of opjiositiou aroused. A gentle­ 
man told me. With as much seriousness as he could 
command, that all the physicians on the island, 
with the exueptluu of those havin r property, are 
Biitlerlug gicat.y on account of the too Uealthy 
condition of tho Island. 
UUKBIBLK CONDITION OF TUB DOCTORa. 
“Why,” said Hil* gentlem en, “ these storie* 
about fever and ague ou this Island are sujigested 
by people owning property in Jersey and W est­ 
chester. Doctors can't get a living here—1 mean 
ou the north aide. Those we have are lu a horrible 
state or destitution. They are out h t elbows, have 
no knees to tbeir breeches, and as for small 
clothes, not a m an of them -such is their poverty 
In pocket bandkerchtelu—can afford to blow hla 
nose more than once a month. Why, sir, there are 
only two doctors on the Island who have horse*. 
Aud you should soe these horses, s ir! Their tall* 
look as bare as bean poles, because the wives of 
their owners had to keep np to the fashion in 
chignon and hair fixings. They never knew the 
taste of oats, and as for hay they only see it lu the 
Belds. Look at the ribs of any of these doctora» 
horses, air, and, hang it, sir, you wifi know sume- 
ng of the health of the Island. Yes, sir, you 
111 understand that this island Is healthy, sir.” 
A MAN OF 
Though som ewhat exaggerated, this picture of 
the sanitary couduion of the island may be ac­ 
cepted as true. Sickness is unknown on the north 
si(ie and on the portions liable, by the form atloa 
of the ground and w ant ol drainage, to lever, 
there is positively less of it than in New Jersey la 
places rapidly filling up w ith population. Alter 
listening lor many hours to the gentlem an I have 
quoted I thought I wouid "interview ” a lew jier- 
80U8 who were not so well Bituated as he was, but 
did not care to pursue the subject further alter 
learning the opinions and Drufitiiig by the expe­ 
rience of the first Inhabitant 1 oiicouutered. Tula 
aiiulble and intelligent being was poising himself 
ou a rail ieucu aud gazing wistfully out at a passing 
vessel. When 1 accosted him ho looked me over 
ana over until lu my eyes his greatness filled ail 
space, and 1 felt my littleness in my new corn- 
oreuding boots. I asked him couceining fever and 
ague 111 Staten l.sland. 
"You mean the shakes,” he said, and as he spoke 
ho looked as proiound as Buusby. "The shakes 
are lively where I live; down th a n ” and the self- 
satisfied islander signified with his right thumb and 
leit eye tbe direclieu of Gliltou aud Hiu Bay ol 
Biscay. 
"Uave ’em all the week,” ho added with a g ru n t 
"Never have’m on Thursday. Ii 1 keu help it; keu 
always lielp U it i’ve got money lu the uioruiu'; 11 
I’ve gut muuey 1 keu get drunk, aud tiieu 1 don’t 
kuow or care whether shakes are ’round or uo. 
All tho same to a fellow wheu he’s loaded np. This 
m ornln’ es Jes as bad as the wus Thursday I ’ver 
saw ; never shook wus lu my life, aud I’m living 
roun’ here over fiity year.” 
HON. MB. MOSQUITO. 
The great pest of all places in the United State* 
where there are trees and shrubbery is tnat lively 
native American the inusuuito. No ward iiolitician 
can make luuiself felt as does this ousybody ol the 
m arsh and wood. Nor is there living a dry good* 
drum m er of Ills cneek and pertinacity, nor one who 
can buzz more, elude punisum ent with more agil­ 
ity and roar louder than he. Gut aud come again 
18 his motto. I have seen on aged aud experienced 
mosquito ou Long Island approach ruy head in the 
twilight a dozen tim es and go purring away again, 
as it were, musing eu the m utations ol mosquito 
affairs—a fellow who would gently touch the tip ol 
my nose with his hind leg and go off Into the dark­ 
ness, uttering a song that seem ed to say to the 
humming hosts around him :— 
O tell me w here, O toll me where, 
Youtouiidadatso fat and lair. 
And then the brure wouia invite all his relation* 
aud tenantry and make a night ol It. The mosquito 
raiully have au abiding place ou Staten island and 
are greatly interested iu real estate. They always 
operate tor a rise. 
But that they are more 
numerous or more savage hero than else­ 
where 1 am prepared to deny. When the Uland is 
well drained—aud drainage is now going on with 
commendable despatcn—the mosquito will “go 
W est,” and the poor people who live in the lower 
part of tho island will no longer know ague. 
MUD os TUB ISLAND. 
The soil of the island is exceedingly rich, needing 
only to be tickled by tho plow to produce fruit, 
aud Where the roads and streets have not yet been 
graded there U. ol course, much mud lu heavy 
w eather. Hut here, again, the roads and streets 
are lu a better conditiuu than the Jersey and West­ 
chester roads, and there is no jusiiflcatlon 
whatever for calling the Island muddy. 
The 
w orst that can be said ol .Staten Island— 
aud 1 said there were objections te it—U that the 
cunimunicatioD between it and the city is nut w hat 
It uugiit to be. There are two linea of boats—Van­ 
derbilt’s 8taten Island ferry from Whitehall (hav­ 
ing good boats, coniiortuble and deligiumi to travel 
lu—judicious repairing and better m anagem ent 
being understood) down the always interesting oay, 
aud the Thomas J. Hunt, from tne fool ol Oortiaiidk 
street. By either route the Island can be reached 
in thirty m inutes. There U a tnlrd route, that by 
Jersey City and roll to Bergen Point, aud thenoa 
across by ferryboat to Port Richmond, one of the 
m ost pleasant spots on the Island. This is the 
present arrangem ent, but It does uot satlsiy the 
:i4,uOC inbabuauts of 8taten Island. They want and 
will have better faolUUes and quicker commuuloh- 
Uon with the city. 
A BRIDGE TO CONNEiTr TUB ISLAND. 
Last session ot the Legislature a charter wa* ob. 
tam ed for a company organized to build abridge 
li\ m Constable’s Point, N. J., to New Brighton. 
Tne bridge will span the channel where it is only 
600 feet wide, and wUl connect with one of tlie 
Jersey railroad* The bridge bnllt, the railroad 
route from Jersey City to Philadelphia will ran 
through Btaten Island, from New Brightou to Tot- 
tcnvUic, w here It will cross a drawbridge to Perth 
or South Amboy, and so through to Philadelphia 
and tbe South. The bridge pruject 1s in excel­ 
lent bands, and there can be no doubt thak 
It will be successfully undertaken and finished 
as designed. This, of course, wfil open np the 
island and m ake it what nature evidently Intended 
It—a "city of tue sea.” There are other project* ol 
the kind in incubation for the improvement of 
Staten Island, which may he noticed another tim e. 
This, however. Is the most Im portant, aud aa such 
deserve* an earlier notice. 
WUBRB ONB MAT STAY. 
This sum m er has been rather dull on the Island 
owing to tue causes 1 have m entloued, but the 
hotel keepers «xpoct, and not unreasonably, that 
hnnilreds If not tnousauds or people will spend tho 
delightfnl m onth of Septem ber with them .

Mark's, is on the hill, and commands a more elevated 
view ol the bay. I should think from a hasty run 
through this house that there are worse places in 
Which to sojouin during tne last of the sum m er 
months. But whatever the fate of the hotels lor 
this season, there Is no room lor doubt tnat with 
the building ol the bridge to Jersey next spring 
and the consequent rush of people to tne Island 
they Wlil open well next summer.

to the newspapers of the time, we should find 
that Jeremiah was an unpopular person, who 
found pleasure in frightening people and 
dwelling upon their sins. 
It is so much more 
delightfnl to look np at the blue, bonding 
skies, and bask in the sunshine, and drink the 
bracing air, blowing fresh from pine tree 
forests, and lap the cooling waters, and shout 
in the ecstasy of animal exaltation, as our 
boat speeds merrily on, heedless of wind and 
weather. 
Nothing more delightful, we re­ 
peat, if wo did not know that Niagara was 
beyond. 
If any nation can leap a political Niagara it 
is the United States of America. 
We are so 
young, so fresh, so joyous, so abounding in 
resources, so rich; the blood of May is in our 
veins, and we have dared and achieved so 
many things, and are so far ahead of the old 
and decrepit nations that we fear nothing. 
It 
is the charm of youth that every day has its 
sunshine and that it feels it will live forever 
and forever. 
It has no to-morrow, and scorns 
yesterday. 
And we—why, we are only a hun­ 
dred years of age this coming 1876 ! 
To a 
nation this period is only sweet, bright seven­ 
teen. 
A century old in our national morning 
time, and look at us ! 
We are the fifth in 
population, the third in territorial size of all 
the nations of the earth. 
Above all, when we 
ore 
as 
populous 
as 
China 
we 
shall 
have over one thousand millions of souls! 
When we re&ch the density of Belgium we 
shall actually have one thousand six hundred 
millions, while even the average population of 
poor wretched Spain would give us over three 
hundred millions. Think of i t ! And then our 
possessions, our gold and silver, and iron and 
coal, and wine and wheat. What have we not ? 
In railways alone four times as many miles as 
England, three times as many as Glermany, 
six times as many as France, more than four 
times as many as Russia aud Austria com­ 
bined. 
Was there ever such prosperity, so 
much sunshine, so much air, such fatness in 
our fields, so much gold in our treasury ? And 
yet this moaning, uncomfortable H ebald in­ 
sists that we are all going to the devil in full 
steam and tide and no one to say “Beware I ” 
Even so ! 
We have no doubt, if we had 
known Jeremiah, we should have skipped him 
^t the club and descended from the omnibus 
when we saw him mounting the steps. 
We 
need not be reminded of the thanklessness of 
the task of criticising Grant and bis party, 
and calling attention to a state of public and 
private morals resembling those in France 
after Austerlitz, and in the Roman Empire be­ 
fore the accession of Augustus. 
But lot us 
suppose a historical parable or two, and see 
where its consideration brings us. 
We are 
reading the history of the United States. 
We 
learn that George Washington has been elected 
to the Pre.sidency. 
His Secretary of State is 
Thomas Jefferson, his Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury is Alexander Hamilton. 
The other 
Ministers are colleagues worthy of these illus­ 
trious men. 
Washington begins hLs work 
with the love ond admiration of the people as 
a great and successful soldier, even as Grant 
began his work. 
All promises well, but in 
time we read that Aaron Burr and other 
politicians are di.ssatisfied with the adminis­ 
tration. 
They do not Uke the manners of 
Mr. Jefferson or the measures of Mr. Hamil­ 
ton. 
They pou 
then conspire, then compel 
Jeffcraon’s retirement 
The President nomi­ 
nates him to the Bench and they reject his 
nomination, and there is great joy in every 
barroom of the ca{)ital. 
Then Hamilton 
goes out and the joy is completo. 
The men 
who take their places are so obscure that the 
historian 8{>ells their names incorrectly. 
In 
time it is alleged that Mr. 
Burr received 
without pay, and avowedly to influence his 
votes in Congress, certain shares of stock 
from a 
corporation which divides eight 
hundred per cent profit per annum, by 
appropriating money and lands generously 
voted by Congress to build a national railroad. 
Mr. Burr swears this is uutruc, but he also 
swears, to account for the possession of certain 
money, that it was a present from a govern­ 
ment contractor, made to him, a sworn legis­ 
lator! 
In other words, in endeavoring to 
avoid the suspicion of perjury, ho admits he 
was bribed. We read further that there was 
great indignation in the country and a motion 
in Congress for the impeachment of Mr. Burr, 
and that, to console him under these oensurus, 
Washington wrote him a letter expressing his 
satisfaction and affection. 
As it to emphasize 
these professions he appointed another Con­ 
gressman who had taken part in the illegal 
appropriation of money to be a Minister to a 
foreign court 
We continue our studies and read that 
Washingtou made an effort to reform the 
civil service; that the effort continued until a 
New York politician craved larger pay, when 
the President suddenly abandoned the scheme, 
to the great joy of Mr. Burr aud his triends. 
Moreover, we read that there was a fondness 
for money and speculation in those days; 
that large fortunes were made out of revolu­ 
tionary bonds and supplies to the patriotic 
army and from the inflation of currency and 
appreciation of gold, so that it become com­ 
mon for corporations to employ agents at the 
Capitol whose profession was the purchase of 
legislative votes. 
So widely was this profes­ 
sion extended that shrewd 
business men 
iillixed values to the votes of certain legis­ 
lators. 
Wc learn from historians and satirists 
that society showed the effect of this morbid, 
nnhenlthy condition; 
that wanton women 
rode in public places with six horses to their 
carriages, 
while 
successful quacks made 
lormal calls on the President in carriages 
drawn by eight horses; that, in short, the 
common test of a gentleman was the number 
of horses he drove at one time. 
We read fur­ 
ther that an American Minister at a foreign 
court endorsed the issue of large quantities of 
framlnleut mining shares in a foreign city; 
that these shares were largely purchased by 
widows and clergymen who had faith in the 
name of a Minister I rom the great Republic; 
that a Senator in Congress was a principal in 
this remunerative transaction, and yet all the 
time was the bosom friend of the soldior-Pres- 
ident 
In time it became the maxim of the 
administration that public service should be 
the means of private profit 
Carrying out this 
maxim, the Congress voted large sums of 
m oue\U> the President, his Cabinet and them­ 


selves, calling the dotations “salary." 
Mem­ 
bers of Congress took fees as attorneys from 
clients who desired their votes, and there was 
scarcely a Senator or member in those days 
who was not paid as an “attorney” by some 
corporation. 
And although there is no record 
that Washington himself engaged in any busi­ 
ness pursuits, his secretaries proved them­ 
selves active and able men of busmess, so that 
in a little time they were enabled to earn, in an 
honorable way (the historian avers) fortunes 
large enough to justify their building of man­ 
sions at the seaside for occupation only in 
summer. 
Wo read also that as a consequence of this 
increase in wealth and the deadening of the 
moral tone which justified business spticula- 
tious and large gains in the White House, 
there came a spirit of flattery and subser­ 
viency to the President. 
Rich Senators, with 
the money of English widows and clergymen; 
the quacks, with eight horses to their car­ 
riages; the managers of revolutionary loans, 
who became rich by clipping the coin as it 
were; railroad princes, with their lemans and 
bands of music; successful smugglers and the 
whole class of wealthy citizens vied with 
each other as to which could make the 
greatest show. 
The stories of this social com­ 
petition ore so extravagant that we suspect 
our historian of exaggeration, for we read of 
routs and revels that recall the times of the 
French Regency. So prevalent was this spirit 
that there came a desire for a perpetuation 
of the power. The Secretaries who wore amass­ 
ing fortunes, the Senators who could sell 
mining shares and not be rebuked, the Con­ 
gressmen who could raise their salaries and 
still be powerful in the councils of the Presi­ 
dent, the quacks and railway princes, their 
lomans and horses, formed a powerful party. 
And Mr. Burr and his friends, each of whom 
saw in his own ambitions the impossibility of 
advancement, proposed the renomination of 
Washington for a third time. 
The country 
was shocked with the suggestion, and some 
journalists who ventured to attribute the idea 
to Mr. Burr were set upon by the quacks and 
the Congressmen and the Senators rich in 
back pay and the money of English widows 
and clergymen, and denounced as alarmists. 
Calmer men were pained and would not be­ 
lieve it; for, os they remarked, “HoW much 
better to have remained loyal to George than 
to endure this thing ! 
How much wiser to be 
a fragment of the mighty British Empire than 
a straggling kingdom away off’ on these sea- 
eoosts! 
How much freer we could have been 
with our ultimate right to remove a ministry 
that did not please us than now to be under a 
perpetual Presidency which is really a dy­ 
nasty, surrounded by a court of the worst men 
who ever gained power!" 
Well, shall we continue the parallel ? 
What 
Americans could read such a record of Wash­ 
ington’s otlministration and not weep over 
the fall of one who was first in war, first in 
peace and first in the hearts of his country­ 
men? 
And yet does not the history of the 
last two years answer every condition we have 
imagined under the administration of Wash­ 
ington? 
Is there a single tint in the picture 
that is exaggerated or overdrawn? 
Is not 
General Schenck Minister to London, and is 
not Senator Stewart rich with the gains from 
Emrna Mine shares, and were not those shares 
sold to English widows and clergymen, and 
are they not to-day, a worthless issue ? And is 
not Mr. Colfax living in retirement, regarded 
by the American people as an unwt)rthy man, 
OS a legislator who accepted bribes, and does 
he not cherish the endorsement of Grant? And 
is not Mr. Bingham carrying in bis stained 
hands the honor of the Americans States to a 
foreign court? 
We repeat, is there a single 
tint 
in this 
picture ov«n:drawn ? 
And 
is 
it wise or 
honest 
or 
brave 
for 
the H e r a l d , 
or 
for 
any journal 
that deals fairly with its readers, to be silent 
aud say these things 
are not so 
merely 
because we would they were otherwise, and 
because speaking the truth pains men in 
power? 
The men in power are nothing com­ 
pared to the issue which assumes new gravity 
every day. 
We are not ilealing in extravagant 
rhetoria 
We are not warring upon G rant 
We do not care the value of a feather whether 
republicanism or democracy rules, but we do 
feel despondent and anxious in the presence 
of the spirit of Caesarism which flames over 
our public life, corrupting and debasing it, 
reducing the Supreme Court to the level of a 
cancus, and making the administration of the 
brave and high-minded Grant as weak and 
unworthy os that ot Pierce or Johnson. What 
are all our wealth and prosperity without 
those virtues in the absence of 
which 
there is no 
curse 
like the 
curse 
of 
gold ? 
What 
example in 
our 
present 
public life invites the emulation of the young 
man fresh from home and fireside ? 
Why is 
it that the name of America is so despised 
abroad, and that, in spite of the fact that we 
raise a larger surplus of taxation over expen­ 
diture than any other countrj’ in the world, our 
credit is the jest and the pity of foreign mar­ 
kets ? 
It is with ourselves that this is so. 
Csesarism never comes from Cmsar, but from 
the debasement of morals which generates 
ambition, arrogance, insincerity, falsehood 
and display. 
When we speak of Grant’s ad­ 
ministration and this third term treason we 
deal with symptoms, not causes. 
The cause 
is in our own homes and hearts. 
Reform our 
own lives, be more worthy of i/.e men who 
founded our Republic, be more exacting with 
our public servants, and we shall conquer 
Caesarism as surely os we conquered treason 
and slavery.

the mass of mankind who have little or no 
knowledge of nature, they can worship God 
too. 
It becomes an important question to every 
one who expects to gain heaven to know what 
degree of fitness God requireth of ns ere we 
enter that blessed estate. Rev. Dr. Ohapin told 
the Murray Hill Presbyterians yesterday that 
they must have cleansed hearts and souls and 
minds purer than they brought into the world 
before they can enter therein. 
Heaven is the 
inheritance of believers, but it is not pur­ 
chased by gold nor earned by the sweat of the 
brow; it is ours because of our relationship to 
the great God our Saviour, whose it is and 
who has prepared it for His people, and is 
preparing them for it 
After the summer’s vacation Father Bjering 
resumed services in the Russo-Greek chapel 
yesterday, but did not preach. 
Next Sabbath, 
however, ho promises to give his congregation 
and aU others who may attend an outline of 
the history and doctrine of the orthodox Greek 
Church, founded by John Chrysostom and

This, of course, will be 
something worth hearing, coming as it does 
from a priest of the Church who is familiar 
not only vrith its theoretical but with its prac­ 
tical and spiritual beliefs also.

at hand. 
It may not be always so near—in­ 
deed, it may not bo so near many who heard 
the preacher yesterday, or the many more who 
will read the sketch of his discourse in the 
H ebald to-day, and this Mr. MacFayden 
urged 08 a reason for immediate and heartfelt 
repentance. 
The Rev. Father Kearney discoursed about 
the kind and the value of the education which 
is to be imparted in the public schools of this 
city from this day forth until the next sum­ 
mer vacation. 
He highly exalted Catholic 
schools, and strongly urged the congregation 
gathered in S t Patrick’s to send their chil­ 
dren to those rather than to the public schools 
of the city, and bade them be exceedingly 
careful about their children attending Sunday 
school. 
The story of the healing of the ten lepers, 
as related by S t Luke xvii., was made by Dr. 
McGlynn to typify “the greater miracle of 
cleansing men’s souls from the leprosy of sin 
in the sacrament of penance.” 
The Saviour’s 
command to them to show themselves to the 
priest was made the foundation for the asser­ 
tion that “priests are gifted with the power 
bestowed by Christ when He breathed upon 
them and said, Receive ye the Holy Ghost; 
whosesoever sins ye forgive they are forgiven,” 
Ac. Many seek the remedy and are healed, ho 
saitl, but comparatively few are grateful. 
Rev. J. M. Freeman uttered some broad 
catholic 
truths 
yesterday in 
S t John’s 
Methodist Episcopal church, Brooklyn, when 
he said the business of a minister was not to 
make men Methodists, or Baptists, or Presby­ 
terians, or Congregationalists, but Christians. 
Christ should be above sect or party in the 
mind of every true minister, and He will be. 
One thing is essential in a genuine religious 
life, aud that is, that men seek Jesus and 
follow Him from pure motives. 
But those 
who search the Scriptures for the purpose of 
picking flaws and finding contradictions Mr. 
Freeman declared were only seeking Jesus to 
put Him to death again. 
Dr. Ewcn, of Philadelphia, preached at 
Long Branch on the new birth, what it is and 
what it does for men. It is a change in man’s 
relation to God, and by its development fits 
man to become the peer of angels and the 
brother of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
This 
chango can be effected only by faith in Christ, 
through the influence of the Holy Spirit upon 
the hearts of men. 
The Doctor gave illustra­ 
tions of evidence of this change, and cited the 
late Admiral Farragut as a shining example. 
Rev. Father Moynahan, of New Orleans, 
preached in S t Patrick’s church, Jersey City, 
on the school question, giving the usual argu­ 
ments against the godless common schools 
and urging Catholics to send their children to 
their own denominational schools. 
But he 
wants the State to pay them back the money 
they have given it heretofore in taxes, that 
they may support their own religious schools.

between Catholics and 
Protes­ 
tants. 
The preacher paid a deserved compli­ 
ment to the press, and especially to the 
H ebald, for its pre-eminent liberality towards 
all creeds and classes.

declared, the convictions of every party and 
makes no violent attack upon any.

The Late Cyclone In Novn Keotla nnd 
Those Fisheries—a. Fenrfnl Record. 
The late August cyclone, which it was sup­ 
posed developed on the coasts of New Jersey, 
Long Island and New England its greatest 
force, was, it appears, a gentle nor’easter in 
these regions compared with its terrific strength 
and destructive work along the seaboard of 
Nova Scotia and the neighboring British 
provinces. 
From our first reports of it we 
were led to the conclusion that the damages 
to property from this storm were compara­ 
tively light, and that few, if any, losses of life 
had resulted from it. 
But from day to day 
our succeeding reports of lives lost and prop­ 
erty destroyed make this 
unprecedented 
cyclone for August doubtless the most dis­ 
astrous on the eastern seaboard of the New 
Dominion of all the disastrous storms in that 
quarter of which any record exists. 
It appears, for instance, among numerous 
other resulting losses, wrecks aud damages, 
that twenty American fishing schopners from 
Gloucester and ten from Beverly, Mass., were 
cast ashore on Magdalen Island; that forty 
American fishing vessels were lost on the 
north side of Prince Edward Island, and 
that only eighteen lives were saved otxt of all 
the crews; that over said island half the crops 
are destroyed; that six square-rigged vessels 
were wrecked on the northern coast, and that 
the crews of two.of them were drowned; that 
dead bodies and wrecked materials are floating 
ashore daily there; that wharves, bridges and 
buildings were blown down or seriously dam­ 
aged thaoughout the island, and that the Col­ 
lector of Customs at Magdalen Island reports 
fifty British and American vessels ashore 
there. 
These scattering details will furnish an idea 
of the general work of destruction in those 
provinces of the Eastern fisheries involved in 
the fullest development of this late sweeping 
continental nor’easter. 
We fear, too, that 
the worst is yet to come, in the losses of life, 
and in the sufferings and embarraasmente 
resulting to the industrial interests directly 
involved on the land and the water. 
It is 
remarkable as it is fortunate that none of our 
transatlantic steamers, incoming or outgoing, 
were caught in the merciless grasp of this 
wild tempest.

I can only sav, 
however, with due deference to high authority, 
th at It requires confirmation, and that my own 
experiences, Inclusive of the scientific ascents, do 
not establish this theory. 
Secondly—An ex trav a­ 
gant conception as to the rate of atm ospheric 
movements Is again shown by the supposed speed 
a t which well known voyages were m ade—such as 
Mr. Green’s to Germany 
and 
M. Nailar’s to 
Hanover, 
so 
far 
from 
tbelr 
having 
been 
made in six hours, I bog to say they both 
occupied three times 
as long. 
Thirdly—Th« 
Americans appear to 
think that the 
lifting 
power of illum inating gas Is ”35 pounds for eacn 
100 feet.” If this were so they might well add 
cumbrons appendages to their balloon, and rely 
upon great ascending power; but the fact is, they 
can only reckon upon each 1,000 feet. Instead ol 
each 100, lifting 35 pounds. Then, again, we read 
that ”500 gallons of oil and the same of benzine 
were used for the first dressing”—and a rare 
dressing it m ust have been, too, considering th at 
each gallon of oil alone would weigh 9 pounds. 
But there Is yet time to correct false deductions— 
hence the Ubertr I U ke in pointing a lew out. A 
voyage from America was first talked about In the 
year 1840, when Mr. Green explained how it could 
be properly attem pted. Then Mr. Wise, just thirty 
years since, offered to undertake It If lunds 
were raised. Some ten years back Professot

The voyages which I was paid for 
(I'do not speak compialningly) were rem unerated 
at a far less rate than my mere public ascents, and 
nearly one-half ol them were owing to my freely 
and gratnltously offering tne use of my car In the 
interest of science. There la som ething bold and 
chlvalrtc abont this transatlantic expedition, and 
true Britons, aeronauts among the rest, will give a 
hearty and fraternal greeting to our American 
cousins whenever they shall arrive by balloon. I

They left him aud followed Jesus. Had .lohn the 
Baptist been a man whose soul had no vision be­ 
yond the narrow boundary of his own Immediate 
sphere he never would have brought those men 
to Jesus. 
God uever chooses narrow m en to be great 
reformers. 
He (the speaker) believed that the 
great business of the m inistry and of the Christian 
Church ought to be to bring men to Jesus: not to 
m ake them M ethodists, Calvanists, B aptists or 
Congregationullsts, hut to make them Christians 
aud not to swell the numbers of onr 
M IT L E, n a r r o w SECTS, 
for If a man was not first couvertod he would make 
a very poor meiuher of any Christian denoiuinu- 
tion. There were many who, when they wisncd to 
tonii an estim ate of Christianity, were very sure to 
select the very worst specimen they could find. 
If 
there was a poor lame sheep th at went hobbling 
along thcv tuok him as a specimen oi the flock. 
But itrwould be well to look at Christ’s pattern 
aud a t the type Qf experionce and lilq «UUJÍIei)t?<i 
by his first disciples. One thing was esBential in a 
Kenulne religious lite, and that wm xlTíH ftefi'ifék 
Jesua. Many sought to liafl & lifc'W piety in sume 
other way than by following the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was to be souvlit from a Pure motive. Herod 
sought the infant Tesus in order th at he m laht slay 
Hun. 
And there were those In this day who were 
aetaatcd by the same motive. The men who were 
studying the Scriptures lor the simple purpose of 
fluding lault with them and 
p ic k in g f l a w s 
in them were seeking Jesus only to put Him to 
death. 
U was possible to seek Jesus because it 
was fashionable and considered a correct thing In 
society to be a church meiiiher and a contributor 
to benevolent enterprises. No man could under­ 
stand what Jc.sua waa able to do lor him until ho 
sought Him with full purpose of heart. Another 
lact sugEested by the passage nnder consideration 
was that a true rellglou.s experience was living and 
real. With many people 
RELIGION WAS SIMPLY AN IDEALITY, 
for they looked at everything with a poetic gaze.

edifice, and have choice music, and listen to an 
loqiicnt orator, iiiit such persons made a great 
m istake lu substituting uisthetlcs for piety.

The preacher dwelt with eloquence and fervor upon 
the fact that a true religious experience was definite 
and that Jesus was a living reality w those who 
lollowed Him closely aud continuously. In conclu­ 
sion Mr. Freeman said th at the great life work of 
the (qirisiiaii should be to bring men to Jesus, and 
urged the congregation to lollow the exam ple of 
the Master who went about doing good.

10, n . 
He began by Instancing the equal vehem ence of

Mercy to sinners was His

th at should appropriate mercv. 
The rain falls, pure and reireshlng from heaven's 
fountains, with no stain of earth, but instinct with 
life giving power.

then explained the nature of true repentance, 
which presupposes a forsaking of sin, ceasing to do 
evil and learning to do well; and tncn pointedly

CALL TO REPENTANCE 
is sent—“ye.” Repent ye, for the kingdom of 
heaven Is at hand. The motive for repentance is 
given lu the last clause of tne te x t and the mean­ 
ing of this language was plainly set forth by Mr. 
MacFaydcn. 
'The kingdom of heaven, he said, 
m eant the Gospel dispensation which was then Jnst 
at hand lu the person ana teaching of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

CONSIDER THIS tlRRAT CONTRACT 
that they have made with God to bring np their 
children m the way of rlghteousnesa, to make them 
faitliiul members of the Church and ol aociety, and 
worthy heirs of heaven. If a man possess a noble 
horse or even a dog he will not anffer that an’mal 
to grow up to an old age without breaking him in— 
nay, he will give him to the beat trainer. And If 
this be adm itted (with regard to animal.-) is It not 
infinitely more true of youug children T The young 
lulnd Is like the melted 
wax which. 
If not 
moulded In due time, becomes insusceptible of Im­ 
pressions, Unless you educate the chllii in his 
youniter years you cannot teach him when he grows 
old the duties he owes both to God and to Ids lellow 
man. 
“ Train up a young man according to the 
way In which he should go, and when ho la old he 
win not depart from It.” Now, the state pretends 
to aiiem p t s o to train children in her common 
schools, 
and 
I doubt not nut th at lu many 
cases the s ta te does so 
In good faith and 
with the best 
Intentions. Hence 
I yield

Not « Case of Choirrsi—Typhoid Fewer 
the C«uae of Death—Inaafflrlrnt Food 
Aboard 
the 
Steamahlp—Post-Mortem 
Kxamlnatlon—Other Testimony. 
Coroner flerrm an yesterday raornlnK made a 
partial investigation In the case of John Edwards, 
the man who died at Castle Harden HosplUl on 
Satniday morning, as was strongly suspected fiy 
Dr. Tobin, the surgeon In charge, of genuine A.sl- 
atlc cholera. The diagnosis of Dr. Tohln, a.» the re­ 
sult shows, was Incorrect, and there were scarcely 
any STmptoms exhibited by deceasml pointing 
toward cholera. The testlm o y of Dr. Tobin. Mr. 
Slnmions. proprietor of the house where deceased 
stopped, in Hrand street, and Ur, Cushman was 
taken, aud the m aterial points will be found be­ 
low 
Walter Tobin, M. D., physician of the Cagtlo Gar­ 
den, deposed that when deceased was brought 
Into the hospiUl he had slight cramps over the 
body; the surface of bis body was blue and cold; 
he grew worse aud died in fifteen minutes after 
admission; bad no purging or vomiting; he was 
speechless; and the witness therefore could get no 
history from him. From w aat me witness could 
learn of the symptoms of the case, he was of 
the opinion that deceased died of cholera. 
Harry .sininions. of No. 2 Front street, deposed 
that deceased, who came as steerage passenger on 
the steamship I.aplund on Friday last, stopped at 
hts house with other passengers by the U piand: 
deceased was weak and nervous, and said he had 
been sick during the whole passage; deceased ate 
hlH dinner on Friday and soon aiterw ards said that 
It had disagreed with him ; a doctor was called and 
administered the necessary aid, after which he 
was sent to bed; Saturday morning, at request of 
deceased, was sent to the hospital in a carriage; 
some of the passengers told the wliiie.ss i!iat the 
food on board of the ship was insiifflcien».

Prisoners Who Are Sentenced to Mere Im­ 
prisonment Forced To Do Hard Labor. 


LIFE AMONG- THE CONVICTS. 


The Kings County P enitentiary stands upon the 
highi'Hi point of ground in Hrooklyn. It is just on 
the verge of the city limits, its grim, gray walls 
bordering Platbush.on the southern side. It is an 
imposing ediflce, (or It is bntlt in the Norman stylo 
oi architecture, and its castellated turrets bring to 
mind the historical 
DAYS o r CHIVAhRT. 
To this “model prlsou” there baa lately been 
added a new -w ing,” or rather a largo detached 
buildiDg, to be occupied solely by female convicts. 
This structure is built of red brick, and is in the 
immediate rear of the main prison. Its dimensions 
are-L ength, 4oo feet; width, ao feet, and height, 
42 leet. There arc three tiers of ceils, 160 compart- 
m ciits In all, a properly furnlshod laundry, a drying 
and wuHiilog room and an ornate dining room. 
Tiie entire cost for the Female ITtson was $80,ooo. 
On the ground noor Is a fine siaüonary horizontal 
Woodward engine, that supplies heat and steam 
power to the whole Pem tcntiary. John Guilfoyle 
was the builder. 
The Kings County Penitentiary is a large one and 
presents a noble appearance from Its outer walls, 
its grounds cover an area of 
SEVEN AND TUREE-QCARTBR ACRES, 
and they are bounded by a wall thlrty-two feet in 
height. The open space between the prison proper 
and the workshops is dedicated to agriculture, and 
corn, potatoes, cabbage 
and other vegetables 
flourish to perioctiou in the shadow of the house 
that holds so many miserable hearts. Hr. James 
Fhevlln is the keeper of the prison, and his deputy 
Is Mr. E. B. Crombie, who has twelve assistants 
under him. Mr. Jam es McMahon is the clerk, and, 
all told, there are tw enty-three regular employes 
in the eslabUshment. 
A U erald reporter visited the Penitentiary on 
Saturday and Mr. Crombie very 
K1NDI.V BUOWBD Ullf THROÜOH 
the prison and gave him all the information he 
required. The main building, which is built of 
“Crow Hill” rock, ciil l.rora^tiie ground whereon 
the prison stands, contains the ó/Hces,1iÍia,rfiñeñtB 
oM lie >\jeper ^^d U s fafWiy, the officers’ quarters 
‘ and Tiicir messTooms. Kitchens, Ac. On either side 
of the main Imildlng.s arc extensions or wings, in 
winch the prison colls arc located. Those occupied 
by toe male convicts are to the eastw ard, the fe­ 
male quarters are to the westward. In each of 
these buildings there arc four tiers of cells, with 
balconies running aronnil them. The cells are sUii- 
aied a distance ol twelve leet troin the outer walls 
ol the buildings, and many windows 
ai'lTI.Y PLENTIFUL VENTILATION. 
The floors of the cells are all locked simultaneously 
by uieans of a crauk. Whitewash seems to be at 
a discount, and consequentiy the whole prison is 
scrupulously clean. There are -.¡44 cells in the male 
departm ent, but though they arc narrow and the 
sack beds only two leet throe Inches lu wbltli it ollen 
happens that two convicts are placed in one cell. 
Prisoners do not complain ot this, however, being 
wiliiug to suffer a Iitilu crowding for the sake ol 
cm p an y . The silent system is practised in the 
prison, no convict being allowed by the rules to 
speak to another. In the women's wards the keep­ 
ers have louDd it 
IMPOSSIBLE TO KNKOIICE 
the silent system, and the leiiiiiiiDe tongues are 
unliridled. The male prison Is in charge oi .Stephen 
Doulou, and of the female Mrs. Ohiipin is custo­ 
dian. Üiscipliue is eulurced by the punishment of 
the dark cell, and even the strongest and most con­ 
tumacious culprit cannot stand the Ueprl' 
light, air and nourishing lood lor 
Mr. Crombie assured the report( 
inent was far more efficacious Mian the lash, 
tensibly there is no cor|»oral pnnishment in the 
Pem ienilary: but luckless cues, who have served 
term s therein, assert that iiiutji brutality is dis­ 
played by long term convicts, who have been 
placed as overlookers in certain departments. This 
should t»e remedied by the prison authorities. 
In the Kings County Penitentiary no one, iinles.s 
deathly sick, is allowed to be idle. 
It doe.s not 
seem to m atter wlieitier the Judge who sentences 
a prisoner decrees that he shall be kept 
AT BARI) LABOR OR NOa ¡ 
he IB made to work just as soon as ne has had Ids 
bath and first sorrowful supper. Why this is tot­ 
ease is an unaccountable III) sterr,. unless the la 't 
that the labor of the prisoners Is lurmed out to 
contractors has sometldng to do with it. A sen­ 
tence delivered in the English language is easily

tuud, and the punishm ent shuind nut be e x ­ 
ceeded either ¡rom neglect or design. 
TUere is only one article ol manufacture a t Crow 
Hill, vu., ladies’ boots and ahoes. Tkree hundred 
and twelve men and sixty women are daily em­ 
ployed upon this work from seven o'clock A. .M. 
until seven o’clock P. M., excepting an hour for 
dinner. These prisoners turn out from 
TWELVE UCNDKKD AN! FIFTY TO FIFTEEN HU.NDKED 
PAIRS 
Of shoes per diem, and the country consequently 
receives lor each prisoner’s lattor from ten to nfty- 
ouu cents a day, according to their terms oi Incur- 
ceratien. The shoe shop is under the Immediate 
charge of Mr. W. E. Buck, who is the ,‘<iiperlutend- 
e n to f thecontractnr.s Messrs. Bigelow 
Co., of 
Worcester, Ma.ss. (the Bay state Shoe and Leather 
M anufacturing Company.) 
The manufacture of these pedal coverings com- 
mences in the upper-leather departm ent. Here 
••lop.M'’ are cut out by patterns and dies and 
packed In cases of sixty pairs, which are sent ro 
the fitting departm ent, where they are stitched. 
From thence they are lorwarded to the sole-leather 
departm ent, where the sole stock is cut; the 
uppers and soles are then fitted together and sent 
to the tiottomliig departm ent, where they are 
lasted, soieil, heeled and finished. The goods are 
then conveyed to ih e packing room, where they 
are slowed in boxes and shipped to .New York. 
There are very many nice and complicated ma- 
etalnes in use in tne shoe-shup, notably oue lor 
atiBchiDg heels to shoes, whioh, witli two men to 
oiicraie it, can heel ■.’..'ioo pairs o! shoes per diem.

and kalsomine can m ake them. 
The prisoners 
«peak well of the prison offlrlals, hut they eomplair 
iIlghilT about the tyranny of those of their numbei 
who are eievated to supcnm enU their work by the 
contractors. 
Mr. Crombie informe»! the reporter that cuery 
conceivable crime was represented in the jail except 
m urder and arson. Many ol the prisoners are goo«l 
trtisan i, a lew of them men oi high cnltiire and
